Rocky Owes $820,718 More in Taxes 


WASHINGTON

Vice 
President-designate Nelson A. Rockefeller 
disclosed Friday night he will have to pay 
$820,718 in additional federal income taxes for 
the past five years as a result of audits by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
Rockefeller said in letters to the two 
congressional committees considering his 
nomination that the IRS had substantially 
reduced deductions he had taken for office 
and investment expenses and for charitable 
contributions. 


The main IRS adjustments in tax totals 
Rockefeller had earlier supplied the Senate 
Rules and House Judiciary Committees, sub­ 
ject to final audits, were a reduction of 
$824,598 in deductions for office and invest­ 
ment expenses and a reduction of $420,649 in 
deductions for charitable contributions. 
Rockefeller said that at the time he submit­ 
ted the figures to the two committees, federal 
tax audits were in process for 1969, 1970 and 
1971, and had not yet begun for 1972 and 1973. 
“Through intensive work by the Internal 


Revenue Service,” he said, “these audits 
have now been completed 
The additional taxes includes $104,180 for 
1970, a year in which he had previously not 
paid any federal income tax because of major 
shifts in investments held by the two trusts 
from which the former New York governor 
receives the bulk of his income. 
Rockefeller said that in addition to the 
added federal income taxes, he will be paying 
additional federal gift taxes of around $83,000 
for 1972,1973 and the first half of 1974.

NEW YORK (AP) - Hap­ 
py Rockefeller received a 
clean bill of health Friday 
from doctors who removed 
her cancerous left breast. 
They said the operation had 
apparently 
checked

spread. 
“This is favorable, it’s 
very good news,” said Dr. 
Edw'ard J. Beattie Jr., who 
assessed her chances of sur­ 
vival at 90 per cent . 
Mrs. Rockefeller, wife of 
Vice 
President-designate 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, was 
reported up and about and 
enjoying a light diet of solid 
foods, less than 24 hours 
after 
her 
breast 
was 
removed 
by 
surgeons at 
Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center. 
Beattie, general director 
of the center, talked to 
newsmen following receipt 
of the pathological report on 
Mrs. 
Rockefeller. 
It had 
been indicated during the 
operation that the cancer 
had not spread, and the 
pathology report confirmed 
this. Beattie said. 


The spread of the disease 
would have reduced Mrs. 
Rockefeller’s chances of sur­ 
vival to 70 per cent or less. 
“Mrs. Rockefeller is doing 
very well and is in excellent 
spirits.” 
Beattie 
told 
newsmen “I've just told the 
governor of our findings and 
he suggested that I convey 
them to you.” 


Dr. Beattie said prospects 
for 
Mrs. 
Rockefeller's 
recovery were so good as a 
result of the pathological fin­ 
dings 
that 
neither 
chemotherapy or radiation 
were planned as followup 
treatment. 
He described three can­

Kelly and the state policeman occurred after á man 
attempted to quell an argument between his parents. 
It was during this altercation police said that the 
man s father swung a gun at him and the weapon 
accidentally fired grazing his bead. 
Sgt. Peter Gustaitus. sergeant in charge of the shift 
of troopers on duty when the incident occured. said 
Friday night he didn’t know what restraining a 
photographer had to do with police work 
“Photographers should not be restrained from 
taking pictures,'' Gustaitus said. 
After talking with Joy, the sergeant said the trooper 
was not specifically attempting to prevent Kelly from 
taking pictures 
“The property owner requested Trooper Joy to have 
everyone leave his property.” Sgt. Gustaitus said. 
“Trooper Joy was simply tyring to follow this wish ” 
Edward Mitchell, a spokesman for Governor Shapp 
said he was “surprised” to hear of the use of physical 
restraint against a news photographer by the state 
police. 
“As you know, this is definitely not a policy of the 
Pennsylvania State Police. And you can be sure that 
the governor's office will check into the incident 
immediately,” he said. 
“From the account that you have provided, I can tell 
you that we would apologize for such an incident. ” 
"The irony of this incident for Trooper Joy is that his 
action had exactly the opposite effect that he might 
have intended,” said Mercury Managing Editor 
Charles Hewitt 
"The state policeman apparently used physical 
restraint on our photographer to keep us from learning 
about the story. As it turned out. it took our newsroom 
less than 15 minutes to leam the name, age, address, 
schooling and family background and extent of wounds 
of the man injured in South Coventry ” 
“It has long been police at The Mercury to publish 
stories of a domestic disturbance, only when a person 
is seriously wounded or unless charges are filed. In this 
case, the wound was minor and charges were not filed. 
“But the trooper’s tactics in trying to keep a news 
photographer from doing his job. suddenly gave the 
routine item much more significance. And Trooper 
Joy’s efforts at personal censorship have made him the 
page one news story,” said Hewitt. 
In regard to the legality of a policeman physically 
restraining a news photographer attempting to do his 
job, Chester County District Attorney William Lamb 
was asked his opinion. 
Lamb said it would be difficult to comment on a 
specific case he knew nothing about thus far, but did 
note the courts more and more have been granting 
charges of venue in criminal matters because of 
“pretrial publicity,” and that could have been the 
reason the State Policeman acted the way he did. The 
district attorney promised to look into the matter.

a threat to our churches as 
they are to our free enter­ 
prise employers in the 
private sector of our 
economy.

“ Instead, why didn't 
Uncle Sam cut back 10 per 
cent, thus lettmg the senior 
citizens have as much 
buying power with their for­ 
mer checks as by the new 
checks, boosted 11 percent7

those two boosts of 7 per cent 


and 4 per cent were 
staggered to make a greater 
appeal for votes among the 
oldsters? 
"Don't the members of 
Congress mimic Biblical 
Aaron, to insure their own 
reelection and big salaries, 
regardless of principle7" 
The Rev. Luke's reference 
to Biblical Aaron refers to 
the chameleon behavior of 
that former High Priest of 
Jehovah. 
QUICKLY AGREED 
For when the mob 
revolted against Moses and 
demanded that Aaron make 
them an idol (Golden Calf», 
he quickly agreed, for Aaron 
was apparently more 
interested in keepifig his job 
than in allegiance to 
Jehovah!

Most players have set notions 
on what constitutes an opening 
bid. Sometimes they work well, 
but sometimes these notions 
boomerang and prove ex­ 
pensive. 


Consider this deal from the 
finals of a national team of four 
championship. Certainly the 
players involved were first- 
rate, but they came to opposite 
conclusions on whether or not to 
open the bidding with the West 
hand. As it turned out, this 
difference of opinion proved, to 
be highly important. 


At the first table, West wound 
up at two diamonds, going down 
one for a loss of 100 points. It 
was dangerous for either North 
or South to enter the bidding at 
any stage, and they very 


Here, according to West’s 
lights, he did not have an 
opening bid and he passed. 
North-South quickly got to 
game, which declarer easily 
made after winning the king of 
spades lead and attempting a 
club finesse. Score — 600 points. 
The North-South pair at the 
second table gained 500 points 
on the deal — largely because 
West failed to open the bidding. 
It is true that one swallow 
doesn’t make a summer, and 
one hand doesn’t prove a 
theory, but so far as this writer 
is concerned, West had a clear- 
cut opening bid and should have 
made it. 
An opening spade bid has 
considerable preemptive value, 
and in the present case it also 
had great lead-directing value. 
On top of all that there was the 
enormous advantage to be 
gained from landing the first 
punch.

I don’t run around 
the street saying them, but 
who doesn’t say a few at 
home?"

We 
had always been so close, 
and for the last three months 
before he died he was ill here 
at home and wouldn't see 
anybody else and I took care 
of him.

A ir Bags - Are 
They Necessary? 


DETROIT (AP) — The 
argument over whether air 
bags are a safety item or a 
n u i s a n c e 
c o n t i n u e s 
unabated. 


Essentially, those opposed 
to mass installation of the 
airbags argue testing to date 
has been insufficient to 
warrant their widespread 
'use. 


General Motors. Ford and 
Allstate Insurance Co. have 
all equipped test cars with 
the airbags. General Motors 
reported that in 10 accidents 
to date involving cars with 
airbags, no serious injuii.es 
have resulted. 


Despite the backing by 
Allstate 
and consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader, 
among others, the future of 
the use of airbags remains a 
point of contention. 


How will the airbags stand 
up in high speed accidents, 
the opponents of airbags 
ask. How do the bags react 


after being in a car for 
several years'’ 


The experimenting—in its 
youthful stage—has not fully 
answered these and other 
questions as GM and Ford 
readily admit. 


Spokesmen for these com­ 
panies believe it would be 
premature to place airbags 
in every .car as a safety 
feature until further testing 
can be conducted. 


In the August issue of 
Motor News, the publication 
of the Automobile Club of 
Michigan, editor Len Barnes 
suggested holding back 
mass installation of airbags 
until it can be determined 
how. among other things, the 
airbags work in collisions 
other than frontal. 


He said also the $200 price 
tag that the airbags will 
carry may be too high for the 
average consumer to pay 
wrhen compared with the 
appoximately $25 figure for 
conventional seatbelts.

DETROIT - The cost of 
owning and operating a car 
has increased 14 per cent in 
the past four years and is 
still going up. 
Motorists now pay about 
16.5 cents a mile to operate 
their cars, compared to 14.5 
cents per mile in 1%9. 
The 16.5 cents figure is 
computed on 4.74 cents a 
mile variable costs (gas, oil 
and maintenance 1 and 11.75 
cents a mile for fixed costs 
( insurance, 
depreciation 
and license fees.) 
These figures are con­ 
tained in the 74 issue of the 
A m e r i c a n 
Automobile 
A sso ciatio n 
pam phlet, 
“Your Driving Costs ", 
Motorist who drives 10.000

Data contained in the 
report is based on driving a 
1973, 8-cylinder four-door 
hardtop Chevrolet Impala 
with standard accessories, 
including automatic tran­ 
smission, power steering, 
power disc brakes and radio. 
Add air conditioning, and 
another 15 cents per mile 
and 20 cents per day are 
tacked on to operating costs. 
The report also compared 
total per-mile costs for dif­ 
ferent sized cars. 
An 8-cylinder, standard 
size car equipped with 
autom atic transmission, 
power 
steering, power 


brakes and radio is com­ 
puted at costing 5.25 cents 
per-mile, with an inter­ 
mediate car similarly equip­ 
ped costing 4.95 cents, and a 
com pact equipped with 
radio and automatic tran­ 
smission, 4.20 cents. 
Fixed costs were $1,365 for 
the standard car, $1,177 for 
the intermediate and $1,040 
for the compact .

Friday they ever refused to 
participate in Pottstown's 
Oct. 26 Halloween Parade. 
Then they explained why 
they couldn’t perform in the 
first Halloween Parade High 
Street has seen in years. 
A story in Friday’s issue of 
The Mercury aired charges 
by the parade’s organizers 
that the band refused to par­ 
ticipate in the event for no 
apparent reason. 
Moreover, the organizers 
said, because the Pottstown 
F ire 
departm ent was 
involved in operating the 
parade, 
the band was 
“'ungrateful” by not retur­ 
ning past favors. 
But William Lamb, direc­ 
tor of the band, attempted to 
set the record straight 
Friday by stating flatly the 
band never formally was 
asked to participate . 
“ Two weeks ago Thur­ 


sday,” he said, “ I was asked 
by a fire company official if 
the band would be in the 
parade. I asked him what 
time it would start and he 
.said he didn’t .know, but 
would get back to me after a 
m eeting scheduled to 
establish a time. I am still 
waiting for him to get back 
tome.” 
EXAM S E R I E S 
But Lamb noted a series of 
tests which he described, as a 
prerequisite for College 
Board exams will be given 
the same morning to juniors 
and seniors at Pottstown 
High School . 
He said, the exams will be1 
.given from 8:30 a.m. 'until 
11:30 a.m. 
“ The people in the band 
taking the tests include 
almost my entire band front

Dark Is Undecided About 1975 
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OAKLAND (AP) - The 
Oakland A’s celebrated their 
third consecutive World 
Series title and parted their 
»ntroversial ways Friday 
with a rallying cry of "keep 
rt alive in 75" and an 
invitation for Alvin Dark to 
return as manager. 
“AJvin Dark has done an 
exceptionally great job, and 
if he wants it, the job is his 
next year." As Owner 
Charles 0. Finley told a 
crowd which cheered the 
team at the end of a parade 
through downtown Oakland 
However, the Chicago 
Daily News reported that 
Dark had had enough of 
Finley’s imposing ways and 
would not be back next year 
If that is the case—and Dark 
would neither confirm or 
deny that it was—it would be 
the second year in a row that 
a manager had walked out 
on Finley after winning the 
World Series. Dick Williams 
did it last year. 
“I’ve got nothing to resign 
from." Dark said. "My con­ 
tract has run out 7 
The manager who was 
fired by Finley in Kansas 
City seven years ago said he 
hasn't made up his mind 
about 1975 and added, “I 
won't express myself until 
after I've talked to Mr. 
Finley." 
Finley expressed himself 
clearly about the National 
League 
champion 
Los 
Angeles Dodgers, World 
Series losers in five games, 
when he said at Friday’s 
celebration 
ceremonies. 
“We beat the cockiest team 
in baseball." 
The owner, his voice 
slightly hoarse from five 
games’ worth of cheering, 
yelled into the microphone 
on a park bandstand that 
“the Dodgers have got only 
one player who could play on 
our team." 
He meant Steve Garvey, 
who won the respect of the 
A's with a .381 batting 
average and his clubhouse 
visit Thursday night to 
congratulate the Oakland 
team after its 3-2 fifth game 
victory. 
Finley's remark also was 
intended for Dodger Bill 
Buckner, who said during 
the Series that only three of 
the A’s could start for the 
Dodgers. Finley read that 
remark to his team in a 
pre-game dressing room 
meeting, and the A's later 
allowed as how Buckner, 
who was a goat in Thursday 
night's final game, might 


learn a little humility from 
the incident 
The new A s slogan was 
first brought up by catcher 
Ray Fosse in a Thursday 
night postgame celebration 
when he yelled, “keep it 
alive in 75." 
It’s a natural follow-up to 
“Once More in 74." the mot­ 
to Finley came up with 
before the A’s started their 
successful drive this year to 
a third straight world cham­ 
pionship. 
The culmination of that 
goal 
by the strangest, 
fightingest, loudest team in 
professional sport gained 
them immortality because 
only two New York Yankee 
teams had ever won as many 
as three World Series in a 
row.Oakland Mayor John H. 
Reading 
and 
American 
League President Lee Mac- 
Phail were among the dig­ 
nitaries on hand to praise the 


A’s Friday, as if Finley 
needed any help 
“Two years ago. when we 
beat Cincinnati in the World 
Series, we felt lucky and 
pretty good. Last year, when 
we beat the New York Mets. 
we felt damn lucky and 
damn good. 
“This year, we beat the 
cockiest team in baseball, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
and now we just know we re 
damn good," the owner said. 
Only 
five 
A's 
players—Catfish 
Hunter. 
Vida Blue, Blue Moon Odom, 
Paul Lindblad and Daroid 
Knowles—missed the pa­ 
rade. 
“There’s nothing I like 
better than a parade in 
Oakland this time of year," 
said reliever Rotlie Fingers, 
who rode in an antique 
automobile Friday but will 
pick up a new car next week 
as the World Series’ Most 
Valuable Player. 


Gene Tenace, who said 
after being benched Wed­ 
nesday night that he wanked 
to be traded next year, was 
smiling Friday and singing a 
different tune.

eh 21 meeting which Dean 
had requested was played. 
Dean was asked why he had 
wanted to meet that day with 
Nixon. 
" I wanted him to under­ 
stand the implications of 
what 1ÍcIS' going on .., and 
also to end what was going 
on.” Dean replied. 
On the 17th, Nixon told 
Dean during a discussion of 
the Watergate investigation 
that “ what you’ve got to do 
is cut her off at the 
pass.” 
Nixon was referring to 
limiting disclosure of the 
involvement of White House 
or campaign aides to no one 
higher than G. Gordon Lid- 
dy, who had already been 
convicted in the Watergate 
break-in case. 
It was the first time the 
text of the March 17 conver­ 
sation was made public. 
The 
March 21 conver­ 
sation was one of the most 
crucial in Nixon's fight to 
save his presidency. During 
that long battle Nixon main­ 
tained that he didn't learn of 
the involvement of his aides 
in the Watergate break-in 
until Dean laid it out for him 
on March 21. 
The text of that conver­ 
sation 
was 
released 
previously, 
first 
by 
the 
White House and then by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
But it was not until it was 
played 
Friday that any 
member of the public had a 
chance to hear the conver­ 
sation. 
Nixon and Dean's voices 
are heard clearly on the tape 
as 
Dean 
reviewed 
his 
knowledge 
of 
how 
the 
break-in occurred and the 
subsequent efforts to contain 
the investigation. 
Dean mentioned break-in

Association said Friday that 
the calf-killing farmers are 
giving the cattle industry a 
bad name. 
Charlie T. Lee criticized 
that “ group of people who

have 
relied on the 
federal government to wipe 
their noses and keep their 
houses in order. ” 
“ Responsible 
beef cat­ 
tlemen are taking action 
today to sustain the cattle 
industry, not kill it," he said.

“ Once again a group of 
farmers in Wisconsin has

Schweiker 
Says Surtax 
Ms Dead'

claims part of the credit for 
killing the measure.

a' candidate for 
re-election in November. 
“ They do not have the 
votes or anywhere near the 
votes to get it through.” Sch­ 
weiker said at a news con­ 
ference.

Ford's proposal. “ It strikes 
at the middle income tax­ 
payer who has been forced to 
carry the burden of inflation 
too long.” 
Schweiker said the tax 
funds could be increased 
without the surcharge. He 
suggested that oil depletion 
allowances and foreign tax 
credits be eliminated and 
the tax loopholes for the rich 
be plugged. 
“ There are some things 
about his (Ford's) inflation 
plan I can support and it can 
be effective w i t h o u t the 
surcharge,” Schweiker said. 
He said the Senate Appro­ 
priations 
Committee,

which he is a member, has 
already cut $5 billion from 
the federal budget and he 
said he believes $10 billion 
can be cut. 
Schweiker also called on 
Ford to drop immediately 
the sugar import quotas that 
are scheduled to lapse in 
December.

Novel Probes Complex 
Patterns of Humans 


T H E SACRED AND 
P R O F A N E 
L O V E 
MACHINE. By Iris Mur­ 
doch. Viking. 374 Pages. 
$8 95. 
The nightmares are an 
ominous hint of trouble 
brewing. And so. although 
the developments that occur 
often have an undreamed of 
strangeness. ' The Sacred 
and Profane Love Machine" 
seems to roll forward with a 
fateful inevitability. 
This dense and somber 
novel deals with the complex 
patterns of relationships 
among a small group of mid­ 
dle-class people who are 
really leading much more 
disturbed and unbalanced 
lives than appears on the 
surface Their problems are. 
however, reflected in the 
night mares t hey experience. 
At the beginning of the 
novel, a precarious state of 
equilibrium prevails. Blaise 
Gavender, a psychiatrist, is 
living a double life. He has a 
wife and a mistress — at fir­ 
st glance, his sacred and 
profane loves. But it's .not 
really as straight-f or ward as 
:hat. since the apparently 
"vituous" wife is doomed, 
while the "sinning" lovers 
seem to have the inscrutable 
machinery on their side—or 
perhaps it is propitiated by 
their sacrifice of the wife. 
Harriet, the wife, has been 
living in not-quite-blissful 
ignorance of Blaise's other 
love. When he is finally for­ 
ced to tell her that he has a 
mistress. Emily, to whom he 
proposes to transfer a larger 
share of his domestic life, 
turbulent forces are 
unleashed And what hap­ 
pens on the way to some kind 
of solution is summed up by 
Emily’s old friend. Finn: 
"Conspiracy and treachery 
and violence and sudden 
death. " 
The cast of characters is 
not large, but it is convin­ 
cingly created and richly 
detailed. Outstanding is the 
vibrant, ferocious Emily, for 
whom love means, 
singlem indedly. Blaise. 
Harriet, in contrast, pours 
out love on the nearest 
object, on Blaise, her son. 
her d o g s. P la ise's 
illegitimate son and. after 
Blaise, in an unfocused, 
undiscriminating flood In 
her novels. Iris Murdoch 
often reveals the oddities of 
the human psyche with spiky 
irony and mischievous 
relish. Here her tone is less 
com ic, her characters 
more real, more pitiable, the 


turns of the plot not so eccen­ 
tric.The tu rn s remain 
e n g r o s s i n g , 
with 
provocative changes of 
pace. Introspective musing 
alternates with sharp 
volleys of bursts of action, 
with some jolting chapter

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The Coin Box 
Canadian Coinage 


By NORMAN M. DAVIS 
Canada’s symbol, the 
maple leaf, is familiar to 
many of us. So is the 
Canadian cent, which 
sometimes turns up in our 
change. The two together 
form a chapter in Canadian 
coinage dating from the late 
1850s 
It was 1858 when Canada’s 
first large cents appeared 
They were pledges of many 
more to come. Their obverse 
shows a “Young Head por­ 
trait of England’s Queen 
Victoria, facing left, with 
“ V ictoria Dei Gratia 
Regina1' around top and side 
rims, and "Canada” below. 
The coin is slightly larger 
than a U„ S.. quarter. The 
reverse has ‘"One Cent” 
above the date, within a cir­ 
cle of tiny dots. Outside this 
are a curving vine and 16 
maple leaves. 
Later Canadian large cen­ 
ts show older portraits of 
Victoria through 1901. 
Edward VII 1902-10. and 
George V 1911 to the end of 
the large-sized cent issue, 
1920. 
Before 1908. when the 
Royal Canadian Mint at 
Ottawa took over the task of 
supplying Canada's coins, 
most large cents were struck 
in London, at the Royal 
Mint. Some, with an H mint 
mark, are from the private 
mint operated at Bir­ 
mingham. England. by- 
Ralph Heaton & Sons. 
Large cents were struck 
as needed, rather than every 
year. For instance. 1872. 


1880, 1885. and other dates 
were omitted 
The small cent series be­ 
gan in 1920 I both sizes were 
issued that year >. The coins 
show two maple leaves, at- 
lower left and right, on the 
reverse. Their stems point 
down toward the date, at bot­ 
tom. “One Cent” is at the 
center and “Canada” is at 
the top 
This design is on George 
Vs small cents < 1920-351 and 
Edward VIII’s (19361, struck 
with dies prepared for 
George V. 
Cents of George VI 
introduced a new reverse in 
1937: “1 Cent " at the top. 
“Canada” at bottom, and 
the date at lower left. At the 
center is a twig from which 
grow a large maple leaf at 
right and a smaller one at 
left. 
This design continued on 
Elizabeth I Is cents 11953 to 
date», except for the 1967 
Centennial Commemorative 
issue. 
Like legacies from long 
ago, today’s Canadian cents 
continue to show the royal 
portrait. Their “Maple 
Twig” reverse design should 
remain in use for years to 
come 
Many of us collect 
Canadian cents because of 
personal associations with 
the coins or their design, or 
because Canada and the U. 
S. are sister nations, or 
because we recall pleasant 
visits to Canada. Whatever 
the reason, these attractive 
coins deserve a look.
